Reasons for Allowance

Claim for a building management System (16). in which a human-machine 
interface and a processor are connected via a LAN. and a plurality of terminal 
equipment each having a management point within a building are connected to the 
processor is neither anticipated by. nor obvious in view of, Allen et al (US Patent 
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5,680,113). for a building management system, since claimed invention, which 
discloses: 

(d) the human-machine interface spreading out at an initial time for the first table 
... new terminal equipment being used. or not; 

(e) and downloading the 2"^ and 3^^ tables .... new terminal equipment, 
respectively;
